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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of embodiment 1, figures 1 and 3, claims 18-20 and 30 
in the reply filed on 5/15/2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that it should 
be no undue burden on the examiner to examine all the claims in a single appHcation. This is not 
found persuasive because other embodiment require search in other area. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 18-20 and 30 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nir et 
al. [US 2003/0210104 Al]. 

. Nir et al. discloses an EMI filter having a magnetic screening/shielding wound on a core 
of at least one cable [6], wherein the screening/shielding [8] comprises amorphous metallic 
glass-coated microwire. 

Nir et al. discloses the instant claimed invention except for the specific of the magnetic 
screening/shielding. Nir discloses the microwire being embedded or coated with amorphous 
magnetic glass material. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to wound the microwire around the amorphous material with glass material 
cover the microwire for the purpose of protecting the microwire. 

Regarding claim 20, the sjpecific dimension of the wire, the specific turns would have 
been an obvious design consideration based on the intended appUcations/environments uses.
